The  back  of  each  panel  is  equally  superior.  It  is  like  a 
piece  of  sanded  lumber — satin  smooth.  It  enamels  perfectly 
and  eliminates  the  cost  of  sanding.  This  side  may  be  used 
where  a  smooth  surface  is  desired,  as  in  kitchen  or  bathroom.

Upson  Duplex  Moldings  Add  Charm  to  Any  Room 

The  third  step  in  this  development  is  the  introduction  at 
this  time  of  the  Upson  Duplex  Molding.  This  is  an  entirely 
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new  type  of  decorative  strip — originated  by  The  Upson 
Company.  Upson  Duplex  Moldings  are  rich  and  distinctive 
in  appearance  and  give  added  beauty  to  any  ceiling. 

An  Upson  Duplex  Molding  consists  of  a  strip  of  x/p'  Upson 
Board  to  which  is  firmly  cemented,  at  the  factory,  another 
strip  of  narrower  width.  The  narrow  width  is  centered  on 
the  wide  strip.  The  resultant  molding  provides  the  third 
dimension — depth — which  gives  the  desirable  beauty  of 
contrastive  highlight  and  shadow. 

For  example,  a  2-inch  strip  of  Upson  "Stabilized"  Board  is 
applied  in  the  center  of  a  3-inch  strip,  thus  leaving  one-half 
inch  margin  or  offset  on  each  edge.  A  half-inch  margin  is 
similarly  left  on  each  of  the  other  combinations,  which  are 
3-4  inch,  4-3  inch,  and  5-6  inch. 

Upson  Duplex  Moldings  are  made  in  four  different  widths. 
The  width  that  scales  in  the  best  proportion  to  the  size 
of  the  room  should  be  selected — for  example,  the  2-3  inch 
combination  is  for  small  rooms  and  the  other  sizes  are  for 
medium  and  large  rooms.

Fourth,  Upson  Relief  Ornaments  effectively  and  perma¬ 
nently  conceal  the  structural  joints  at  the  intersections  of 
the  Upson  Duplex  Molding.  They  give  the  beauty  and 
artistry  of  delicately  hand-carved  wood. 

Visible  joints  have  heretofore  constituted  one  of  the  few 
objections  to  the  use  of  fiber  board  in  the  better  class  of 
homes.  The  joints  or  openings  may  be  the  result  of  misap¬ 
plication — indifferent  workmanship — warping  or  twisting 
of  green  furring  or  studs — or  settling  of  the  building  itself. 

Everyone  knows  that  plaster  often  cracks,  but  they  usually 
overlook  or  excuse  the  flaw — just  as  they  overlook  or  excuse 
the  openings  of  joints  in  wood  trim  usually  caused  by  dry 
heat  or  green  lumber. 

It  is  perhaps  only  natural  that  people  should  regard  flaws 
in  a  wallboard  surface  more  critically  than  flaws  in  plaster 
and  woodwork.  In  the  early  days  of  fiber  wallboard,  occa- 
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Plain,  bare  ceilings  are  neglected  opportunities.  Ceilings  should  be  considered  a  part  of  the  room  design 
a  surface  to  be  decorated.  Here  is  an  excellent  example  of  the  decorative  possibilities  of  an  Upson  Relief 
Ceiling  and  Upsonized  side  walls  in  a  bedroom.

These  marks  are  still  apparent  on  many 
wallboard  jobs,  since  Upson  Board  is  one  of  the  very  few 
boards  which  can  be  applied  with  this  Fastener.

This  design  is  best  used  with  the 
decorative  moldings  running  at  right  angles  to  the  source  of  light,  thus 
bringing  out  the  full  beauty  of  high  light  and  shadow  formed  by  the 
Upson  Duplex  Moldings. 


The  Patrician  is  a  more  elaborate  pattern  of  Upson  Relief.  It  is  suitable 
for  any  room  of  sufficient  size  to  take  care  of  the  border  design.  It  is 
particularly  good  in  odd-shaped  rooms,  with  alcoves  or  L’s,  as  the  border 
may  be  planned  to  take  care  of  these  irregular  spaces. 


The  Colonial  Relief  Ceiling  adds  just  enough  design  to  give  character  to 
the  room  as  a  whole.  It  is  especially  good  for  living-  or  dining-rooms, 
yet  not  too  elaborate  for  bedrooms  of  moderate  size.

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A  Simple  Explanation  of 
How  Upson  Relief  Ceilings  Are  Applied 


While  the  average  home-owner  may  not  be  inter¬ 
ested  in  all  the  details  of  construction,  we  believe 
that  everyone  would  like  a  simple  explanation  as 
to  how  Upson  Relief  Ceilings  are  applied. 

In  applying  over  old  plaster,  the  first  step  is  to  furr  the 
surface  to  be  Upsonized  with  wood  furring  strips  of  a  proper 
width,  shimming  up  low  spots  to  assure  a  level  and  solid 
nailing  surface.  Then  the  panels  of  Upson  “ Stabilized ” 
Board  are  nailed  or  fastened  to  the  furring. 

In  new  work,  the  panels  may  be  applied  direct  to  studs 
and  joints.  For  finer  jobs,  however,  furring  is  recommended. 

Over  the  joints  between  the  panels,  and  at  such  other 
points  as  called  for  by  the  design  of  ceiling  selected,  Upson 
Duplex  Moldings  are  applied. 

Where  the  ends  of  Upson  Duplex  Moldings  join  other 
Upson  Duplex  Moldings  at  right  angles  to  form  a  pattern, 
joints  are  made  as  tight  as  possible.  Due  to  possible  inaccu¬ 
racy  in  sawing,  settling  of  the  building,  or  shrinking  of 
furring,  the  joints  may  occasionally  open  up  slightly  as 
with  wood  trim. 

Even  if  these  joints  should  open  up,  they  can  never  show 
when  this  new  method  of  applying  Upson  Relief  Ceilings  is 


used,  because  Upson  Relief  Ornaments  are  applied  over  the 
intersections  concealing  the  joints.  The  ornaments  are  so 
designed  that  they  overlap  the  joints  by  a  considerable 
margin.  This  revolutionary  improvement  in  application  was 
perfected  by  the  Upson  Research  Laboratory. 

Upson  Relief  Ornaments  are  exclusive  Upson  designs 
available  only  for  use  on  Upson  Relief  Ceilings.  They  are 
attached  to  the  intersections  of  Upson  Duplex  Moldings  by 
small  invisible  brads. 

After  application  of  the  Upson  Duplex  Molding  and  the 
Upson  Relief  Ornaments,  the  entire  surface  including  the 
molding  and  carvings  is  painted  the  same  color.  Some¬ 
times  the  owner  prefers  to  have  the  Upson  Relief  Ornaments 
stand  out  a  bit  more  prominently  than  the  rest  of  the  ceiling, 
in  which  case  the  painter  gives  the  ornaments  an  antique 
finish  by  high  lighting  portions  of  the  ornament. 

When  installed  according  to  directions,  these  nevy  Upson 
Relief  Ceilings  give  the  appearance  of  expensive  hand- 
modeled  plaster  at  but  a  fraction  of  the  cost.  But  these  new 
ceilings  have  other  advantages  not  to  be  obtained  by  any 
other  method  of  ceiling  construction,  in  that  they  can  never 
crack  or  fall  and  no  joints  later  appear  to  prove  an  eye-sore.
